Some argue that much of what 
Scripture says of Jesus Christ is 
legend and exaggeration.

Apart from the Holy Spirit the 
active Christ could never be 
known in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.

INDIANS DISPUTE 
139 YEAR OLD 
LEASE 


A spokesman for the Tyendn- 
aga Mohawk band has laid the 
case for breaking a 139 year ~ 
lease on 200 acres of reserve lanc 
before fellow indians across Ont. 

Former chief Melville Hill 
said Indians on his reserve are 
paid only 60 bags of flour a year 
as rent for the land which contdn: 
part of the community of Shannon- 
ville. Each of the 900 band mem- 
bers profit by about four pounds 
of flour each year on the deal. 

Mr. Hill said his band has tri- 
ed to break the 999 yr. lease dat- 
ing from 1930, 

Mr. Hill spoke last Thur sdoy 


discussion on changes in the Ind 
an Act. He was his band's repre- 
‘sentative at th e counsulation 
where more than 20 Ont. bands 
\were represented. 

Chief Ear Hill, now serving 
‘his second term as elected band 
head, said the 60 bags of flour are 
lworth about $300. 

"Shannonville Canners Ltd 
‘the leaseholder, gives the flow 
to us each year for deposit in 
four granary. The council has to 
appoint men to distribute it toect 
|band member and that costs u s 
money ," he added. 
| Government lawyers have giv- 
en no encouragement to the band 
in its attempts to break the lease. 
{Mr. Hill told the Toronto discuss 

ion group. The federal goverrment 
‘has told the band the lease is valic 
and cannot be broken. 

However, Paul Wall of Shann- 
onville Canners Ltd. said the mat- 
ter was more complex that it first 
appears. 

"The orginal lease was grantec 
by King William IV, and only the 
Privy Council of Great Britain con 
change it. The lease can be bro- 
‘ken or altered only if my company 
‘and the Indians could afford to hire 
|counsel to argue our case before 
'the Privy Council in Great Britain 
he said. 

The lease dating from 1830 wa: 
negotiated by Sir John Colborne, 
Lieut-Goy. of Upper Canada act- 
ing for the king and Turton Penn, 
a Montreal merchant who owned 
a flour mill on the site. 

The lease gave Penn the right 
of the use of 200 acres of |and 
located north and south of Highway 
2 and on both sides of the Salmon 
|River. Rent was "30 barrels of 
good flour payable annually on 
Sept. 1." Although the lease went 
into effect in 1830, it was signed 
in 1835 and the first payment was 
made in 1836. 

Under the terms of the lease 
the Indians retained their free fish 
ing rights on the Salmon River and 

could "encamp on the unemcum- 
bered part of the land." 

Over the years, residences 
and businesses have been estab ~ 
lished on portions of the 200 ace 
most of them in the community ¢ 
Shannonville. Deeds to the pro- 
perty are considered invalid by 
the Indians and Pou! Wall agrees 

"Until about 1914 there was 
provision for the leaseholder to 
collect ground rent on the built- 
up portions of the 200 acres , " 
he said. "But thot fell by the 
wayside." 


lished in the old stone mi 
1929 and Shannonville Canners 
Ltd. has been in business on the 
site since 1957. The original 

mill building was torn down a 


few years ago following a fire. 

Unitl it was razed, it wasthe 
scene of the annual flour distri- 
bution, Shannonville Canners 
now uses less than one acre of 
the land, Mr. Wall says. 

The Indians claim many irr- 
egularities have arisen over the 
years. 

"Land leased by the Federal 
government is not supposed to be 
sublet,” says Melville Hill. 

"Under the terms of the leae 
no dumping is allowed, yeta 
dump existed on the landa few 
years ago," says chief Earl Hill 
"The lease should have been bro- 
ken at that time." 

He added that band | ndians 
who own houses located on leas- 
ed land in Shannonville are pay- 
ing taxes to the township of Ty- 
endinaga. 

"They are paying taxes on 
land they are supposed to own 
tax-free, according to the Indian 
Act," says the cheif. 

Both the chief and Mr. Wall 
mentioned that the leaseholder 
is paying the 60 bags of fl our 
rental on behalf of all residents 
on the land, although the cann- 
ing company now uses only a 
small part of the acreage. 

"My company inheriteda B9 
year-old conundrum," says Mr. 
Wall. “If the lease were broken 
60 or 70 more white men would 
be affected - those living on the 
property and many who have est- 
ablished businesses there. 

The company is legally pre- 
vented under the terms of the le- 
‘ase from paying cash rent instead 
of flour, or negotiating with the 
band for a sum more in line with 
today's land values." 

The only satisfaction the Ty- 
endinaga band can derive from 
the situation is the knowledge its 
case is unique. 

The 999 year lease is the only 
one of its kind in Canada. 

"Land around Eaton's store in 
Toronto was once leased under 

the same arrangement, but tne 
lease was broken many years ago 
and no one can remember under 
what circumstances, " says Chief 
Hill. 

He says his band is continu- 
ing its efforts to regain the land 
but is uncertain now about what 
the next move will be.

Through its parent organiza- 
tion, the Rehabilitation Foundo- 
for the Disabled the March o f 
Dimes assess the abilities of the 
physically handicapped operates 
work shops in which new skills 
are taught, and helps the disablec 
to find employment when they are 
physically and psychologically 
ready for it.

physically disabled adults whe 
were unable to leave their hores 
to work. 

"We supply these people with 
various appliances, such as 
wheel choris, crutchesand special 
lifts,:" she said, "and when we 
feel it will he !p their rehabilita- 
tion, we try to find work for then 

to do at home." 

The government take-over of 
casework, she said, makes it pos- 
sible for the organization to de- 
vote more time tnd effort to find- 
ing suitable employment for those 
able to work. "And this is our 
main interest," said Mrs. Watters 
"because there is no better way to 
feel you are part of the commun- 
ity than to be able to do work and 
to be paid for it." 

There are incidental benefits, 
she said: the disabled who go to 
work we glad to come off the 
welfare rolls, and the money they 
earn becomes new spending powe 
in the community. 

A few months ago the March 
of Dimes changed its symbol from 
the red maple leaf, which it has 
been using since the organization 
was founded in Ontarioin 1951, 
and adopted a green fir tree with 
a branch missing. 

"It is indicative, " said Mrs. 
Watters “of the fact that althoug!
